Bomb-Dropping impracticable. 
As to the dropping of bombs from aeroplanes, the re- 
cent experiments of Curtiss along this line are regarded 
by military men as having béen of a negative character. 
Curtiss marked out an area representing the deck of a 
battleship, and then attempted to drop imitation bombs 
within it. But our observers with the Russian fleet dur- 
ing its engagements with the Japanese can assure the 
commanders of our future aeronautical fleets that no 
bombs which an aeroplane could carry would do more 
than make a few harmiess dents in a great man-of-war.

COMMERCIAL ROUTE, 
a Special Contributor. 

OUTH AMERICA is being rapidly Americanized. 
Dating from the Pan-American Conference just 
concluded at Buenos Ayres, the new era is open- 
ing in relation to the two great continents of the West- 
tern Hemisphere. Definite plans have been agreed upon 
to bring both shores of South America in direct,con- 
tinuous communication with. the United States. 
Through an international agreement, it is purposed to 
link together the great ports in a regular system of 
communication, forming an unbroken chain for com- 
mercial interchange from Portland, Me., southward 
around Cape Horn and northward to Seattle and inter- 
mediate Pacific Coast points. To create this new 
trade route, all governments concerned are to work in. 
harmony, direct banking and cable service will be 
established, and a common system of weights and 
measures adopted to avoid all loss of time in handling 

freight, mail and passengers. get 
“In this conference the United States has naturally

IGH culture’of plants causes them to vary in many

Wile this course may be pursued with species with 
considerable assurance of success, with mixed garden 
hybrids of very complicated parentage, and form 
are not always transmitted to the offs g.

The resultant seed brought no true America 
among sixty bulbs grown The results were very satis- 
fying nevertheless, for it brought superfor colors and 
forms, one being a pure white America with but a trace 
of color in the throat. Others were of superior shades 
of pink. Many other obscure and unnamed parents, 
when so bred, produced some flowers apparently like 
the originals in every dctail. 


To return to the first selection of species for separa- 
tion of forms, the writer has found that an excess of 
nitrogen is the chief factor in causing plants to depart 
from the normal, theagh others who have experimented 
more extensively may know of some disturbing agent 
of greater power.

Care cf the Body. 
pn ARE OF THE BODY BY RIGHT LIVING” is the 
title of a forty-page booklet by Charles H. Shep- 


ard, who nearly half a century ago opened the first 
Turkish bath in America in Brooklyn, N.Y. (Pub- 
lished by the author, No, 81 Columbia Heights, Brook- 
lyn, N.Y.) In this booklet Dr. Shepard gives most ex- 
_ecltent advice, entirely in line with the teachings of 
the “Care of the Body” department, on clexnliness, 
sleep, pure air, exercise, food, fasting, etc. 

Among other things -he. advocates the no-breakfast 
plan, thorough chewing of food, and fasting for. the 
cure of disease. He shows the injuriousness of table 
salt and cane sugar. In regard to baths Dr. Shepard 
‘mentions that in asicient Rome the price of admission 
-to the magnificent public baths was only half a cent. 

‘The main objection to the Turkish bath is that in it 
one breathes the foul emanations from sick bodies. In 
this respect, and also because one perspires at a lower 
temperature, the electric-light bath is preferable. 

Dr. Shepard makes one mistake when he recommends 
sleeping on the back. This is likely to lead to troubled 
dreams and other inconveniences. Man is the only an- 
imal that Feclines on the back.

Beyond this, the milk of an animal is only a natural 
food for the young of that same animal, when taken 


directly from the nipple, without coming in contact wicn.

Dried Milk as a Food for Infantsa.—C. K. Millard (Brit. 
Med. Jour., 1910, 4, 253) describes the preparation and 
use of dried milk and the results obtained from.its use 
@s an infants’ food. Dried milk is prepared by feeding 
fresh milk in a continuous stream on to revolving cylin- 
ders heated by steam to about 250 deg. F., the moisture 
in the milk being Instantly dispelled. A thin film of dry 
milk forms on the cylinder and is detached by knife- 
cdges. It is subsequently passed through a sieve and 
is obtained as a coarse, granular, cream-colored powder 
practically sterile, which, in air-tight packages, will 
keep almost indefinitely. The relative proportions of the 
main constituents—proteids, fats, milk sugar, and salts— 
remain practically unchanged, but changes occur in the 
more complex albuminoids and enzymes, similar to those 
in boiled milk. The extremely short time during which 


ithe milk is subjected to the heat by the Just-Hatmaker 


process described above, may cause less change than oc- 
curs in boiling. When mixed with water, about 60 per 
cent. of the dried milk is soluble, the remainder is read- 
ily suspended. This dried milk has been used at an In- 
fants’ oe Depot for eighteen months, for about two 
h infants. One advantage discovered was greater 
digestibility; many infants with whom liquid milk did 
not agree, thriving on the dried form, and retained it. 
This difference is accounted for by the character of the 
curd formed in the stomach which does not tend to form 
hard cheese-like masses, All infants not thriving on 
bottled milk were placed on the dried miik, with excel- 
lent results. After a period of ten months or longer 
careful records and investigations showed no scurvy or 
rickets resulting from its use and no bad after-effects 
have been discovered. The advantages of the dried milk 
appear to be: Ease of digestion, bactcrial purity— 
freedom from tubercle bacilli and contaminai.on by flies. 
Conservatility—no “souring” in hot weather. Conven- 
ience—a definite quantity being mixed with warm boiled 
water. C The presumed destruction of the 
antiscorbutic properties of the milk is theoretical, but 
can be compensated for, if thought necessary, by ad- 
ministering fruit juice. Dried milk, being after. all “only 
milk,” is in an entfreiy different category from all patent 
foods prepared from ceréals, and is superior to them.
